The style of his letters was always. ped- | 
antic and like a page ofhis history, and | 
the result proved that he was not what is

The story of hisearly life is well known; 
his conversion to the Catholic religion, 
and bis expatriation by his father to 
Switzerland, to-be under the care 
of a divine there, who was to reconvert 
him.

de Stael. Mr. Gibbon ſound his way to 
Paris, where they were living, when the 
past was prudently forgotten; and in her 
salons was exhibited the distingaished 
Englishman, now very famous. 

He, however, paid this homage to his 
early love—he never married. He was 
wealthy, and mighthave done so with 
advantage. The curious society at. Lau- 
sanne and in Switzerland, where saw 
Voltaire act, had a special charm for him;

Many children are at 
this moment suffering the torments of 
this colic, and having their cries stilled by 
gifts, on the part of their tender, thoug 
foohsh mothers, of the very matter which 
ig ruining their health and embittering 
what should be the happiest portion otf 
their existence! 

As to the detection of poisonous yellow 
comfits, we will refer to our remark on 
the reds, and simply say to our readers 
that they ought notto permit the use of 
yellow comfits in their families at all; but, 
if they do so, they must especially beware 
of those which, when dissolved in water, 
leave behind a distinct N vel - 
low powder at the bottom of the glass. 

Blue Colored Confectionery—Twelve 
samples out of the one hundred and five 
were colored blue, se that this tint is 
evidently not so popular asthe ones al- 
ready considered. There is only one blue 
pigment which should be permitted to be 
used. and that is indigo, while the fellow- 
ing is the list of colorings which ought to 
be prohibited—Ultramarine, Blue Verdi- 
ter, Prussian Blue, Cobalt Blue and Smalts, 
and all modifications of these pigments, 

Out of twelve samples, six were colored 
with deleterious pigments, which, although 
not ag a whole so actually oisonous as 
the yellows, yet are still far foie pleasant 
additions to our food. 

Brown Colored Confectionery—These 
sweets come next in popularity, as there 
are twelve brown samples. The color is 
usually produced by the use of some 
brown earthly matter containing iron, and 
is notasarulevery actively deleterious. 
However, it would be better to forbid the 
use of brown pigments altogether, and on- 
ly permit this. tint to be communicated to 
sweets by the use of chocolate, coffee, or 
some such matter. Of the twelve comfits 
examined, seven were so colored, the reat 
being principally tinted by umber. 

Green Colored Conſectionery— This tint, 
although pretty and attractive, is evident- 
ly not popular, as only five ofthe one 
hundred and five samples were green. It 
would, therefore, seem that the great 
humber of warnings which we have had,

The only green permittedgo be 
used should be a mixture of indigo and a 
vegetable yellow, such as turmeric. Sap 
green is also allowable when unadultera- 
ted by any mineral matter, which is, how- 
ever, a very uncommon circumstance. 
The following green ought to be strictly 
forbidden: Verdigris, Scheele's Green 
(copper arsenite,) Brunswick Green, Zine 
Green (zinc aud cobalt.) All the green 
confectionery was found tobe colored 
with one or other of these poisonous in- 
gredients. We, therefore, counsel our 
readera to stick to their abhorrence of 
green sweets, and never, under any cir- 
cumstances, to allow such comfits to be 
used in their families. 

Having thus glanced atthe principal 
classes of colored sweets in their turn, we | 
must now take a suort survey ofthe anco!-: 
ored. These were twenty-three in number, 
and consisted of sugar, mingled with gum, 
starch, and sulphate of lime, and flavored 
with various essences. There was nothing 
actually poisonous found in oi of them, 
but in some the proportion of lime was 
very large. Carraway comfits are exten- 
sively adultérated, and also many of the 
peppermint lozenges. The bases of both 
these, coriander aad almond comfits, are 
put into the pan, a little syrup is thrown 
over them, and that is dusted” over with 
either flout, whiting, or plaster of paris; a 
Strong coat is put upon them in this way, 
and then they are finished with a stronger 
and better syrup. Our analyses. of the, 
white samples, which want of space com- 
pels us ta omit, bears out these state- 
ments. 

‘Another important matter is the flavor- 
ing by artificial essences, The rapid 
strides with which the chemistry of the 
various hydrocarbens and their derivatives 
have aycanced, has made it possible to 
imitate almost any fruit flavoring. The 
artificial essences are for the most part 
ethereal salts, or. more popalarly, com- 
pounds of an ether with some organic acid, 
such ss vinegar. As these compounds 
can be obtained in much greater quantity 
and at a much lower price than real fruit 
essences, their use bz the confectioner has 
now become almost wuivers We are 
not aware that any real researches have 
been made as to the exact physiologipal 
action of these compound ethers; but we 
have sten it asserted that sweet-meats 60 
flavored can produce drowsiness’ afd 
stupor. We trust, however, to present 
our readers, at no very distant date, with 
the results of a careful series of experi- 
ments on animals, now being conducted. 

But besides theinnate danger which 
must exist in these substances when too 
freely employed, there is superadded the 
peril of careless manufacture. The 
essence ofbitter almonds is a good in- 
stance of this, as it almost invariab 
contains a large quantity of prussic acid; 
and so well is this known, that many 
persons desirous of committing suicide or 
murder, and not being able to procure the 
pure acid, have availed: themselves of the 
poisonous qualities of this essence to 
effect their deadly intentions. It is of 
course seldom that a sufficent quantity of 
the essence is employed to produce death 
from eating almond-flavored sweets; but 
when we consider the activity of the poi- 
son, and the consequences which might 
follow careless and insufficient mixing, 
we see the risk which we daily runin the 
use of this flavoring. Among our samples 
there was one ease in 323 The sweets 
in question were shaped like large sugared 
almonds, but destituteof the usual interior, 
although the odor and taste were most 
powerful, They were found to be masses 
of sugarand sulphate of lime, slightly 
tinged on the surface with chrome yellow 
and red lead, and very highly flavored with 
essence of bitter almonds. On dissolving 
and submitting them to distillation and 
the usual tests, such a decided trace of 
prussie acid wasfound, that there was 
nobody in the laboratory bold enough to 
try the effect of eating a dozen or two, for 
the sake of experimenting on their poisen- 
ous powers. e suspect this was a case 
of the essence not having been property 
distributed through the whole pan of 
sweets.
